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A  number  of  years  ago  the  writer  uiulertook  tlie  conii>ilatiuii  of  a 
bibliography  of  Xortli  American  laiiyiiagesi.  In  tlie  coiir.se  of  liis  svorli 
be  visitetl  the  principal  pabli^;  and  private  libraries  of  the  LTnitetl 
States,  Canada,  and  northern  Mexico,  carried  on  an  extensive  corre- 
spondence witb  libraiians,  missionaries,  and  others  interested  in  the 
subject,  and  examined  such  i»rintcd  authorities  as  were  at  hand.  The 
results  ot  these  researches  were  embodied  in  a  single  volume,  of  whicli 
a  limited  number  of  copies  were  priiiteil  and  distributed  — an  author's 
catalo^'ue,  including  all  the  material  then  in  liand.  Since  its  issue  he 
has  had  an  opportunity  to  visit  the  national  libraries  of  England  and 
France,  as  well  as  a  number  of  private  ones  in  both  tliese  countries, 
and  to  revisit  a  considerable  number  in  this  country  and  Cainida.  A 
sutlicient  anu)untof  new  nnitenal  has  thus  been  collected  to  lead  to  the 
belief  that  a  series  of  catalogues  may  well  be  »rei>ared,  eadj  referring 
to  one  (»f  the  more  prominent  grou|)s  of  our  native  languages.  Of  this 
series  three  have  l)een  published,  relating  respectively  to  tln^  Eski- 
mauan,  the  Siouan,  and  the  Iroqiioian  families.  The  present  is  the 
fourth,  and  the  fifth,  now  in  preparation,  will  relate  to  the  AlgoiKjuian. 
The  fandly  names  employed  in  these  catalogues  are  taken  from  the 
linguistic  nnip  in  course  of  construction  by  th(}  IJureau  of  Ethnology. 
Their  adoption  for  tiiat  work  is  baseil  upon  the  law  of  priority. 

In  the  comi)dation  of  this  catalogue  the  aim  has  been  to  include 
everything,  printed  or  in  ni;inuscript,  relating  to  the  subject  —  b(>oks, 
[)amplilets,  articles  in  magazini's,  tracts,  serials,  etc.,  ami  such  reviews 
and  announcements  of  publications  as  seenu'd  worthy  of  noti<!e. 

The  dictionary  plan  has  been  followed  to  its  extreme  limit,  the  sub- 
ject ami  trd»al  indexes,  references  to  libraries,  etc.,  being  included 
in  one  ali>habetic  .series.  The  i»riniary  airangement  is  alphabetic  by 
authors,  translators  of  works  into  the  native  languages  being  treated 
as  authors.  Lrnder  each  author  the  arrangement  is,  lirst,  by  printed 
works,  and,  second,  by  manuso*  ii)ts,  eacii  group  being  given  chronolog- 
ically; and  Ml  the  case  of  printed  books  each  work  is  followe<l  through 
its  various  editions  before  the  next  in  chronologic  order  is  taken  ui». 

Anonymously  printed  works  are  entered  under  the  name  of  the  au- 
thor, wiien  known,  and  under  the  first  word  of  the  title,  not  an  article 
or  preposition,  when  not  kno'vn.     A  cross  reference  is  given  from  the 
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first  words  of  anonymous  titles  w'leu  entereiT  umler  an  author,  and 
from  the  first  words  of  all  tit'es  u  the  Indian  laup^uages,  wbctber 
anonymous  or  not.  Manuscripts  aye  entered  under  the  author  when 
known,  under  the  dialect  to  which  t  >y  refer  when  he  is  not  known. 

Each  author's  name,  with  his  titl    etc.,  is  entered  in  full  but  once;' 
i.  e.,  in  its  alphabetic  order.    Every  other  mention  of  him  is  by  sur- 
name and  initials  only,  except  in  those  rare  cases  when  two  persons  of 
the  same  surname  have  also  the  same  initials. 

•All  titular  matter,  including  cross-references  thereto,  is  in  a  larger 
type,  all  collations,  descriptions,  notes,  and  index  matter  in  a  smaller 
type. 

In  detailing  contents  and  in  adding  notes  respecting  contents,  the 
spelling  of  proper  names  used  in  the  particular  work  itself  has  been 
followed,  and  so  far  as  possible  the  language  of  the  respective  writers 
is  given.  In  the  index  entries  of  tribal  names  the  compiler  has  adopted 
that  spelling  which  seemed  to  him  the  best.  As  a  general  rule  initial 
capitals  have  been  used  in  titular  matter  in  only  two  cases:  first,  for 
proper  names,  and,  second,  when  the  word  actually  appears  on  the  title- 
page  with  an  initial  capital  and  with  the  remainder  in  small  capitals  or 
lower  case  letters.  In  giving  titles  in  the  German  language  the  capi- 
tals in  the  case  of  all  substantives  have  been  respected. 

Each  title  not  seen  by  the  compiler  is  marked  with  an  asterisk  within 
carves,  and  usually  its  source  is  given. 

There  are  in  the  present  catalogue  521  titular  entries,  of  which  407 
relate  to  printed  books  and  aiticles  and  54  to  manuscripts.  Of  these, 
469  have  been  seen  and  described  by  the  compiler — 42i>  of  the  prints 
and  40  of  the  manuscripts,  leaving  as  derived  from  outside  sources  38 
printed  works  and  14  manuscripts.  Of  those  unseen  by  the  writer,  titles 
and  descriptions  of  more  than  one-half  have  been  received  from  persons 
who  have  actually  seen  the  works  and  described  them  for  him. 

In  iiddition  to  these,  there  are  given  a  number  of  full  titles  of  printed 
covers,  second  and  third  volumes,  etc.,  all  of  which  have  been  seen  and 
described  by  the  compiler;  while  in  the  notes  mention  is  made  of  09 
printed  and  manuscript  works,  43  of  which  have  been  seen  and  20  de- 
rived from  other  (mostly  printed)  sources. 

So  far  as  possible,  comparison  has  been  made  direct  with  the  respect- 
ive works  during  the  reading  of  the  proof.  For  this  purpose,  besides 
his  own  books,  the  writer  has  had  access  to  those  in  the  libraries  of 
Congress,  the  Bureau  of  Ethnology,  the  National  Museum,  the  Smith- 
sonian Institution,  and  Maj.  J.  W.  Powell,  and  to  those  in  one  or  two 
other  private  libraries  in  this  city.  Mr:  Wilberforce  Eames  has  com- 
pared the  titles  of  books  contained  in  his  own  library  and  in  the  Lenox 
Library,  and  Mr.  Charles  H.  Hull,  assistant  librarian  of  Cornell  Uni- 
versity, has  performed  a  like  service  for  me  with  the  books  contained 
in  that  institution.  The  result'is,  that  of  the  469  works  described  de  vt«u, 
comparison  of  proof  has  been  made  direct  with  the  original  sources  in 
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the  case  of  373.  In  thi8  latter  reading,  collations  and  descriptions  have 
been  entered  into  more  fully  than  had  been  previously  done,  and  capital 
letters  treated  with  luoro  severity. 

It  has  given  me  pleasure  to  make  acknowledgment  throughout  the 
work  of  the  kind  offices  of  many  persons  to  whom  I  have  placed  myself 
under  obligation.  To  several,  however,  I  am  under  special  indebtetl- 
ness,  notably  to  Mr.  Wilberforce  Eames,  for  his  constant  aid  and  advice 
in  bibliographic  matters;  to  Mrs.  A.  K.  \V.  Ivobertson,  so  long  and  .so 
favorably  known  as  a  missionary  to  the  Creeks;  and  to  the  Rev.  John 
Edwards,  the  Ilev.  John  Fleming,  an<l  the  Rev.  K.  M.  Loughridge, 
missionaries  to  the  Muskhogeans,  for  much  and  varied  information  con- 
cerning the  writers  and  writings  in  these  languages. 

As  in  all  my  bibliographic  work,  my  principal  aid  in  preparing  this 
catalogue  has  come  from  my  assistant,  Mr.  P.  C  Warman,  upon  whom 
has  fallen  much  of  the  detail  and  minutiic  inseparable  from  such  a 
work.  It  bears  its  own  testimony  of  the  tiiithfuluess  and  accuracy  with 
which  he  has  performed  his  task.

Benjamin  Smith  Barton,  physician,  born  in 
Lancaster,  Pa.,  February  10, 1700;  died  in  I'hila- 
delphia.  Pa.,  December  19, 1815,  After  a  course 
of  gener.il  studies  under  Dr.  Andrews,  at  York, 
Pa.,  ho  followed  the  instruction  given  at  the 
Philadelphia  College,  now  ITniversity  of  Penn- 
sylvania. Then  duriug  1780-'S8  bo  studied 
medicine  and  tbo  natural  sciences  in  Kdinbiirgh 
and  Loudon,  and  received  his  medical  degree 
from  the  University  of  Giittlngen,  Germany. 
On  his  return  he  settled  in  Philadelphia,  where 
be  soon  acquired  an  extensive  and  lucrative 
practice.  In  1789  be  was  appointed  jyiofessor 
of  natural  history  and  botany,  and  in  1705  of 
materia  mcdica  in  the  college  of  Philadelphia. 
In  1813  ho  succeeded  Dr.  Benjamin  Rush  as 
professorof  the  theory  and  |  ractico  of  medicine

William  Bartram'  botanist,  horn  in  Kingses- 
sinc  Pa.,  February  O,^,^:  died  there  July  22 
1823.  lie  rcniov(^d  to  North  Carolina  and  thui  c 
became  encased  in  bnsin(^SH.  This  ho  aban- 
doned before  rcnchiuiu  the  ajjc  of  thirty,  and, 
accompanying  his  fi.thcr  to  l-'lorida,  settled 
on  tho  banks  of  St.  John's  Biver,  where  for 
several  years  ho  eultivated  indi<;o.  In  1771 
he  returned  lo  tho  botanie.il  >;ardrns  and  sub- 
se(iueutly  devoted  his  attention  alinosteiilirely 
to  tiot.inj'.  From  1773  till  1778  he  traveled  ex- 
tensively through  tho  Southern  States  in  order 
to  examine  the  natural  productsof  the  country. 
An  account  of  his  experiences,  under  the  title 
of  "  Travelsthrongh  Nurtli  and  South  C.irolina, 
(leorgia,  East  and  West  Florida,  the  Cheronee 
Country,  the  extensive  Territories  of  tho  Mus- 
cos;ules  or  Creek  O)nfedoraey,  and  tho  Country 
of  theChoctaws,"  waspiiblished  (I'hiladclphia, 
1791,  and.London,  1792-'94).  In  1782  he  was 
elected  professorof  botany  in  tlio  Ihiivcrsit  v  of 
Pennsylvunin,  but  declined  the  place  on  ae- 
count  of  his  health.  In  1780  he  became  a  mem- 
ber of  tho  An;orican  riiilosophieal  Society,  and 
ho  was  also  connected  with  other  scientitie 
bodies.  Mr.  Bartram  was  tho  author  of  "An- 
ecdotes of  a  Crow,"  "Description  of  Certhia," 
and  "  Memoirs  of  .John  Bartram."  In  1789  he 
wrote  "  O\)sorviitious  on  tho  Creek  and  (Jhero- 
kee  Indians,"  which  was  published  in  1851 
("  Transactions  American  Ethnological  Soci- 
ety," vol.  iii).  lie  drew  tho  illustrations  in 
Barton's  "  Elements  of  Botany,"  and  many  of 
the  most  curious  and  beautiful  plants  of  North 
America  were  illustrated  and  tlrst  made  known 
by  him.  Ho  also  published  the  most  ( onijilete 
list  of  Ameri<'an  birds  previous  to  Alexander 
Wilson,  whom  he  greatly  assisted  at  the  outset 
of  his  career.

Ho  was  devoted  to  tlie  patriot 
caiisu.  In  1777  appointed  coniiniasary-gcner.il 
of  pri.soncis,  and  in  tlie  Hanie  year  elected  a 
delegate  to  CoiiKiosa  froni  Xew.Ter.sey,  servinj; 
from  1778  till  1779,  and  a«ain  from  1781  till  178t. 
Ho  was  cliosen  ]irosident  of  Congress  on  No- 
vemlier4,  1782,  and  in  that  capacity  sinned  the 
treaty  of  peaco  with  Kngland.  He  thin  re- 
Humed  the  iiractice  of  law,  hut,  after  tlin  adop- 
tion of  the  constitution,  was  elected  to  the  llrst, 
pocniid,  and  third  Congresses,  .serving  from 
March  4,  1789,  till  March  3,  1705.  Ho  was  ap- 
poiiitid  by  Wnshingtou  in  1795  to  succeed  Ilif 
tenhon.so  as  director  of  the  mint  at  I'hiladel- 
phia,  and  held  the  oflice  till  July  1805,  wlien  ho 
resigned,  and  passed  the  restof  liis  life  at  I!ur- 
lington,  N.  J.,  devoted  to  the  ."tudy  of  biblical 
liter.itnre.  He  had  an  ample  fortune  and  gave 
liberally.  Ho  was  a  trustee  of  Princeton  Col- 
lege, and  in  IS05  endowed  it  with  a  cabinet  of 
natural  history,  valued  at  $3,000.  In  1812  ho 
Wils  chosen  a  member  of  the  American  board 
of  commissioners  for  foreign  m'ssimis,  to  which 
he  gave  .£100  n  1813.  He  assi.-ted  in  founding 
the  American  liiblo  Society  in  1810,  wa.s  it.s 
tiist  iiiesident,  and  gave  it  .|10,000.  He  was 
Interested  in  attempt.i  to  cduc.ite  the  Indians, 
and  when  three  Cherokee  youth  %i-ere  brought 
to  the  Foreign  Mission  School  in  1818,  he  al- 
lowed one  of  them  to  take  his  name.  This  boy 
became  afterward  a  man  of  inllucnce  in  his 
tribe  and  was  murdered  on  Juno  10,  1839,  by 
Indians  west  of  the  ^Mississippi.  Dr.  lioudinot 
was  also  interested  in  tlie  instruction  of  deaf- 
mutes,  the  education  of  young  men  for  the 
ministry,  and  etrorts  for  tlio  relief  of  the  poor. 
Ho  bei|ueatlied  his  jiropeity  to  his  only  daugh- 
ter, Mrs.  Bradford,  and  to  charitable  uses. 
Among  his  bequests  were  one  of  $200  to  buy 
spectacles  for  the  aged  poor,  another  of  13,000 
acres  of  land  to  the  mayor  and  corporation  of 
Philadelphia,  that  the  jioor  might  be  supplied 
witli  wood  at  low  prices,  and  another  of  3,000 
acres  to  the  I'll  il.adelphia  hospital  for  the  benefit 
of  foreigners.  Dr.  Itoudinot  published  "The 
Ago  of  Kevelation,"  a  reply  to  I'uyno  (1790);  an 
oration  before  the  .Society  of  tlie  Cincinnati 
(1793);  "Second  Advent  of  the  Messiah"

Tlio  llrst  Is  dated  StockliridKo, 
Choctaw  Nation,  Junn  'S,\,  1800,  and  contains  83 
pages  of  an  old  Journal  sewed  together,  in 
which  n  llrst  attempt  is  made  at  syHtemati7,ing 
tho  principles  of  the  langiia^o.  Tho  remainder 
appears  to  be  subsequent  revisions  of  tho  chap- 
ters in  tho  Hrst  edition.  It  is  in  tiie  form  of 
two  or  nioro  foolscap  sheets  jii  lined  or  stitched 
together.  Uf  some  of  the  least  understood  por- 
tions of  the  language  there  are  four  or  live 
copies,  ami  it  is  not  always  possible  to  select 
the  latest.

"  Tills  eminent  scholar  and  mlsNionury, 
whose  name  is  insi'piir:ibly  connected  with  the 
later  history  of  the  Choctaw  Nation,  was  born 
at  Stockbridge,  Iterksbire  County,  MaMsaidiu- 
setts,  March  11,  170;i,  He  wusuiie  of  nine  chil- 
dren, and  his  parents  were  in  humble  i;ircuin- 
Htances,  but  industrious  and  respected.  Ills 
father  was  at  one  time  a  tanner,  itnd  subse- 
quently a  small  farmer.  Necessarily,  there- 
fore, bis  early  education  was  limited. 

' '  When  a  wellgrowii  lad  he  wos  taken  into  the 
faiiiilyof  Mr.  Joseph  Woodbridge,  of  his  native 
town,  from  whom  he  received  somu  instruction 
in  Latin  and  Urock,  and  with  wliom  he  after- 
ward read  law.  In  IKUhe wasadmitted  totlie 
bar,  and  practiced  a  few  years  with  success  in 
Stockbrldge  and  Shetliold,  Muss. 

"  His  father  though  a  moral  was  not  a  re- 
ligious man,  and  it  seems  to  havo  been  only 
after  ho  reached  mnnhood  that  Mr.  Byington 
became,  as  he  ex]ires.<ied  it,  'a  subject  of  divine 
grace.'  He  then  resolved  to  forsake  the  bar 
and  dovolo  himself  to  missionary  life.  Willi 
this  object  in  view  ho  elituivd  tho  theological 
school  at  Andov^f,  Mass.,  where  he  studied 
Hebrew  and  theology,  and  was  licensed  to 
]ireacli,  September,  1819.  At  this  time  bo 
lio]ied  to  go  to  the  iVnuenians  in  Turkey,  but 
I'ruvldeiice  had  prejtared  fur  him  another  and 
an  even  more  laborious  Held. 

"  For  about  a  year  bo  preached  in  various 
churches  in  MiMsacbusetts,  awaiting  some 
op|iortuuity  for  missionary  labor.  Toward  the 
close  of  the  summer  of  1810  a  company  of 
twenty  or  twouty-fivo  persons  left  Hampshiro 
County,  Mass.,  under  the  direction  of  the 
American  Hoard  uf  Missions,  to  go  by  land  to 
the  Choctaw  Nation,  then  resident  in  Missis- 
sippi. Tlioy  passed  through  Stockbridge  in 
September,  and  were  provided  with  a  letter 
from  the  Board  asking  Mr.  Byington  to  take 
charge  of  them  and  pilot  thoiii  to  tlieir  destina- 
tion.   He  was  ready  at  a  few  hours'  notice. 

"Tbo  company  Journeyed  by  land  to  Pitts- 
burgh, where  they  jirocured  llat-boats.  and 
tinated  down  the  Ohio  and  Mississippi  to  n 
point  near  the  mouth  of  the  Yalobusha  IMver. 
whence  a  land  Journey  of  two  hundred  miles 
brought  theiii  to  their  destination. 

"Thus  commenced  Mr.  Byttigton's  mission- 
ary life  among  tho  Cboctaws.  It  continued 
for  nearly  fifty  years,  and  resulted,  with  the 
blessing  of  Providence  and  the  assistance  of 
some  devoted  co-workers  in  the  nation,  espe- 
cially the  Kev.  A.  Wright  and  the  Kcv.  Cyrus 
Kingsbury,  in  redeeming  the  nation  from  drunk- 
enness, ignorance,  and  immorality  to  sobriety, 
godliness,  and  civili/.ation.  There  are  no  lives 
which  in  tho  eyes  of  the  philanthropist  are  more 
worthy  of  admiration  or  more  deserving  of 
record  than  those  uf  such  men,  who  not  only 
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rcHCiifl  tliouHiiiiilH  of  iiitlivliliiitlit  rriiin  Nplritiiitl 
uiiil  |tliyiiii:nl  (U');i'>t<li>t'<»>i  l*'it  |ii'citt'i  vit  with 
uiili){li(emHl  ruru  tliu  uiily  iiiuiiuiiialH  itl'  whulo 
imtiouH.

"In  undnrtaklu^  this  task  I  havo  tliroii;;hout 
adhurud  closely  to  tho  lauguiti{u  and  arrange- 
mont  of  tho  urigiual,  ovuu  wlicro  a  ditfcrcnt 
nomcnchttuio  and  nn  altered  nrranKomont  aug- 
Kcstcd  thoniHulvcs,  as  in  better  accordance 
with  modorn  idiiloloRlcal  views.  It  Is,  I  think, 
more  proper  to  nmhititin  strict  tidulity  to  the 
forms  chosen  by  so  thoroii};b  a  ('hoctaw  scholar 
as  thu  Ivov.

"  Mr.  ttyiiiKtuirs  own  views  of  what  he  had 
acroiiipliHhed  deserve  rucordlnt{.  In  hisdiary, 
iimler  ditto  March  11,  IHflt  (his  birthday),  ho 
wrltns: 

'"The  last  year  I  ruvlsed  the  Choctaw  (iritnt- 
mnr,  Roin;;  over  the  ground  twicu.  The  last 
etlbrt  I  hepu  is  my  liust,  and  will  be  of  use  to 
learners  of  Choctaw  and  to  Choctaw  scholais 
In  schools,  but  It  needs  further  ruvislon,  and 
then  to  bo  well  traii.'tt'iilied.  I  eoniiiiil  thesu 
.ellbrts  In  my  old  H;;e  to  the  I^ord.  1  have  en- 
joyed these  labgurs  very  niiieh.  Tlie  pleasuro 
of  happily  resolving dlltlciilties  in  tliesostiiiliuM, 
anil  of  success  in  the  work  Is  uratifyint;  ami 
revlvlntt  to  tho  mind.' 

"  In  1H07  ho  wrote ;  '  This  work  can  be  much 
improved  hereafter  by  othur  haniN.  It  may  bo 
compaied  to  thu  first  lurvoy  ami  making  of  a 
road  In  a  nuw  country.' 

"In  splto  of  thc-BO  iloth'iencleH,  uf  which  uo 
dimbt  thu  autlinr  was  moru  distinctly  aware 
than  any  one  else,  his  ;;rammar  remains  one  ot 
the  must  valuable,  urij;inal,  and  instructive  of 
any  uvcr  written  uf  an  American  laiiKUitKu.  It 
Is  tho  result  of  uiijh  half  a  century  of  euncen- 
tratod  study,  and  wu  may  well  doubt  If  uver 
a;;aln  a  pcrsun  will  be  found  who  will  combine 
thu  time,  tho  opportunities,  and  thu  ability  tu 
maku  an  oqiuil  analysis  of  thu  lan;;uaKe.

Francois  A ngiiste,  vi.sconut  dc  Chateaubri- 
and, Ki'encli  statesman,  born  in  St.  H.ilo  in 
September,  1708  ;  died  in  Paris  .Inly  4,  1848.  Ho 
sprang  from  a  noble  faniil.y  of  Jirittany,  and 
received  his  education  at  the  colleges  of  Dole 
and  Kennes.  He  was  destined  for  the  church, 
but  preferred  the  army,  and  received  a  com- 
mission as  second  lieutenant  in  1785.  Ills  first 
production,  an  idyllic  po(Mn,  "L'amourdo  la 
campagne."  revealed  nothing  of  th(\  genius  ho 
afterward  manifested,  lie  had  no  symiiatliy 
with  the  revolution.iry  movements  in  Paris, 
and  in  the  si)ring  of  1791  embarked  for  the 
United  States,  ostensibly  in  search  of  the 
Northwest  ])assage.  In  Philiidulphia  ho  dined 
with  Washington,  and  when  the  President  al- 
luded to  the  obstacles  in  the  way  of  a  polar 
expedition,  the  young  traveler  said :  "  Sir,  it  is 
less  diilicult  than  to  create  a  nation,  as  you 
have  done."  Chateanbriand  then  visited  Now 
York,  Boston,  and  Albany,  and  wenr  among  the 
Iiulian  tribes,  living  with  them,  and  exploring 
the  country  bordering  on  the  great  lakes,  lie 
afterward  traveled  through  Florida,  and  spent 
some  time  .among  the  Natchez.  These  wander- 
ings among  the  savages,  the  strange  beauties 
of  lliu  American  ("ontim'nt,  the  size  of  its 
rivers,  the  solitude  of  its  forests,  made  a  pow- 
erful impreHsion  upon  his  nuaginntion.     Hear- 
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Chateaubriand  (F.  A.  dc)  — Contiimod. 
inn  of  tloi  diijlitaiiil  arrost  of  Louis  XVI,  ho 
rotiirnod  lo  France,  but,  liudiii;;  that  he  could 
not  benefit  tlio  royal  cause,  Joined  tlio  emi- 
grants ill  (Joblciitz,  and  al'terwiird  enlisted  in 
a  company  that  followed  the  I'russiau  army  in 
their  iuvasioii  of  KrancHi.  He  wa.s  wounded 
and  left  for  dead  near  Tliionville,  taken  to  Jer- 
sey by  a  charitable  iiorsoii.  and  from  1793  till 
18U0  was  an  exile  in  Kngland.  where  ho  was  re- 
duced to  extroino  iinverty.  lie  was  converted 
from  niaterialisiu  by  the  dyinjj  appeal  of  his 
mother,  and  in  1798  began  to  coniposo  his 
"(lenio  dii  Christianisme."  He  returned  to 
Kr.anco  under  an  assumed  name  and  conijiloted 
this  work,  publisliinj;  it  in  180J.  The  rom.anoo 
of  "Atala,"  a  picture  of  lil"e  among  the  Ameri- 
c.in  aborigines,  which  was  incorporated  in  this 
work,  had  iircviously  appeared  in  the  "Mer- 
cure  do  Franco"  in  1801,  and  attr.icted  much 
attention.  His  work  gained  him  a  diplo- 
ni.itic  appointment  from  Bonaparte  ;  but  after 
the  execution  of  the  Due  d'Enghien  he  resigned 
it,  and  afterward  bitterly  assailed  the  Kmperor. 
Cliateaubriand's  iiolitical  career  was  somewhat 
wayward.  He  called  himself  a  "  lioiirbonist 
from  a  jioint  of  honor,  a  royalist  by  reason,  a 
n'piiblican  by  taste  and  disposition."  He  had 
published  a  piditical  pamphlet  entitled  "Do 
Honajiaite  et  des  lionrbons"  (1814),  which  did 
good  service  in  the  king's  cause,  and  after  ilie 
restoration  he  becuiuo  minister  of  State  and  a 
]>cer  of  Fraiice.  Forfeiting  the  royal  favor,  he 
lost  his  ollice,  but,  becoming  reconciled,  ho  was 
minister  to  licrlin  in  18J0,  to  London  in  18'22, 
and,  as  a  member  of  the  Congress  of  Verona, 
was  instrumental  iu  bringing  about  the  French 
expedition  to  Spain.  On  his  return  he  w.is 
ina.de  minister  of  foreign  all'air.'j.  Throughout 
this  time  he  remained  a  royalist,  till  on  being 
dismissed  from  ollice  by  the  prime  minister  do 
Villete,  in  1824,  he  joined  the  liberals,  lie 
made  himself  popular  by  advocating  Greek  in- 
deiiendeuce,  but  alter  18li0  ceased  to  be  active 
iu  politics  and  gavt'  himself  up  to  literary  pur- 
suits. Among  his  niimenius  works,  beshles 
those  already  noticed,  are  "  Les  ilartyrs" 
(1809);  "Itineraire  do  Paris  a  .lerusalciii,  " 
notes  of  his  travels  in  (Jrcoco.  Asia  Minor,  and 
Kgypt  (1811);  "Etudes,  on  di.seours  liisto- 
riques,"  an  introduelion  to  a  history  of  France 
onagigantic  jilan  (18;!1);  "Kssai  siir  la  littcra- 
tiire  anglaiae ; "  and ' '  Mi'iuoires  doutretomhe, " 
an  autobiography  (12  vols.,  lS4'J-',")0) ;  New  Ed., 
illustrated,  8  vols.,  18."iO;  0  vols.,  18C1 ;  German 
trau.slation,  2d  ed.,  ,leiia,  1852.  This  work  he 
sold  in  advance  in  18:)0,  and  lived  im  an  .annuity 
secured  by  the  jiroceeds.  His  life  was  spent 
in  retirement,  the  drawing-room  of  his  friend, 
Mme.Kecaiuier,  being  almost  the  only  placebo 
visited.  There  ho  could  bo  seen  every  evening 
among  the  elite  of  the  literary  world.  Hut  a 
profound  melancholy  clouded  his  latter  years. 
Most  of  his  works  have  been  translated  into 
tbo  Knglish,  (Jernian,  and  other  languages. 
The  <'oniplete  and  separate editiiuis  are  iiunier

Ilobo- 
canio  a  priest  in  tho  Konian  Catholic  Churcli,  and 
was  sent  as  a  missionary  to  Texas  and  Mexico. 
During  Maximilian's  residoneo  in  America, 
Uomunecb  aetoil  a.s  private  chaplain  to  tho 
omperor,  and  bo  was  also  almoner  to  tho  French 
iirmy  durin_:;  its  occupation  of  Mexico.  On 
his  roturn  to  Franco  bo  was  made  honorary 
canou  of  MoutpoUier.  His  "  Mauuscrit  picto-

Mr.  Fleming  was  born  in  1800  in  eastern  Penn- 
sylvania, lie  received  lii.s  collegiate  education 
at  JolTorson  College,  and  his  theological  at 
Princeton.  Licensed  to  preach  by  the  Hunt- 
ington Presbytery  October  15,  18;i2,  ho  sot  out 
for  tho  Creek  n  ition,  and  on  Christmas  day  of 
tliat  year  lauded  from  a  small  steutuhoat  at  Fort

Gib.son.  He  has  .spent  tho  remainder  of  his  life 
on  tho  frontier  among  tho  Indians  and  new  set- 
tlements of  the  West. 

Ho  writes  mo  as  follows  concerning  bis  lin- 
guistic work ; 

Ayu,  Nliliu.,  Xvvcviber  5,  1888. 

Dear  Silt:  I  entered  upon  my  work  among 
tho  Creeks  December  25,  1832,  which,  in  my 
tiftli  year,  was  brought  suddenly  and  unex- 
pectedly to  a  termination  through  causes  over 
which  I  had  no  control.  It  was  sudden  expul- 
sion on  the  cluargo  of  abolition— that  I  was  seek- 
ing tho  liberation  of  tho  few  slaves  who  were 
within  t':o  hounds  of  the  territory.  Tho  charge 
was  utterly  without  foundation,  but  the  agent 
gave  credence  to  the  charge  and  ordered  me  out. 

As  I  said,  1  entered  on  my  work  theio  on  the 
25th  of  December,  1832.  I  was  under  apiioint- 
meut  from  tho  A.  B.  of  F.  Missions  in  Boston, 
and  was  the  pioneer  missionary,  or  the  first  ever 
especially  designated  to  the  Muskogee  nation. 
The  acipiisition  of  their  language  was  the  lirst 
work  that  engaged  my  attention.  Securing  a 
young  man  who  was  familiar  with  the  English, 
I  bad  to  construct  an  alphabet  in  which  I 
could  reduce  the  langutgo  to  writing,  as  it  hud 
never  been  as  yot  a  written  language.  In  this 
I  was  greatly  aided  by  the  adoption,  to  ii  great 
extent,  of  Pickering's  system,  and  I  am  sorry 
that  it  was  not  subsenuently  retained  by  those 
who  have  followed  mo  in  that  mission  work. 
Tlio  Muskogee  language  is  not  a  dillicult  lan- 
guage to  aciiuire.  It  is  remarkably  regular  in 
tho  construction  of  its  verbs,  and  having  se- 
cured the  root  of  the  verb,  it  can  be  run  with 
case  through  its  persons,  moods,  and  tcuacH. 

I  was  enamored  with  the  language,  and  to 
secure  its  speedy  aeipiisition  separated  myself 
from  my  family  days  and  weeks  at  a  time,  living 
in  families  where  I  heard  only  tlioir  own  lau. 
guagoamong  themselvos.  To  construct  an  ele- 
mentary book  of  short  words  and  simple  sen- 
tences, to  meet  the  necessities  of  our  littlu 
school,  was  my  first  otfort  at  book-making. 

To  furnish  hymns  iu  their  own  language  for 
use  iu  our  Sabbath  services  was  among  my 
earliest  efforts  to  meet  tho  wants  of  the  people. 
I  had  in  this  work  an  excellent  assistant  in  the 
person  "•■James  Porrynian,  at  tho  timoamiiu- 
ber  ol  !uy  church.  Ho  was  not  a  full-blood 
Indian,  but  was  an  earnest  and  faithful  worker 
iu  tho  elevation  of  his  people.  Iu  addition  to 
tho  goodly  number  of  hymns  which  I  secured, 
1  wrote  a  short  essay  on  creation  and  the  re- 
demption of  tho  world  by  Christ;  and  this 
with  tho  hymns  formed  one  book.  Tho  manu- 
script of  my  eleiiioutary  book  was  now  ready 
for  publication,  and  I  sent  nil  to  Boston,  where 
they  were  printed- in  how  largo  an  edition  I 
can  not  now  say — and  duly  ri'tui'ned  to  me  at 
my  mission  in   tho  Indian  Territory. 

It  was  very  soon  after  tho  return  of  my 
printed  works  from  Boston  that  the  calamity 
to  which  I  have  referred  in  the  beginning  of 
this  short  sketch  of  my  mission  life  among  the

Captain  Uavid  Folsom  was  tbo  son  of  Na- 
tbauiel  Folsom,  a  wlilto  man,  by  a  Choctaw 
woman.  Before  (lio  commciu'ement  of  tlio 
mission,  in  1818,  ho  bad  };ouo  to  tbo  Statu  of 
Tt-nuoisoo,  I  buliovp,  nml  thoro  had  attoudcd 
school  six  months.  On  his  return  ho  found  bis 
pcoplo  still  livin;;  without  chairs,  tablon,  or 
other  furniture,  as  he  li.id  left  fheni.  llis  lirst 
impulse  was  to  abandon  them  and  take  up  his 
abode  among  the  whites.  Afterwards  he  con- 
cluded to  stay  and  set  them  a  bettor  exanijile. 
When  the  missionaries  came  be  friwo  them  a 
most  cordial  welcome  and  all  the  iielp  be 
could,  as  llii^y  bad  come  to  tcaeb  bis  people.  At 
first  the  chief  interpreters  were  white  men 
who  bad  learned  the  languaHO.  Thoy  said  the 
};o8pel  could  not  b"  iuterprotod  into  tbo  Choc- 
taw ;  Folsom  said  it  could,  and  encouraged 
them.  When  the  iiiissionarios  were  learning 
tbo  language  thoy  oftou  went  to  bim  for  help. 
"  1  could  only  give  it  to  them  rough,"  ho  said  ; 
but  be  helped  them  all  bu  could.  Ho  was  tbo 
(irst  elected  chief,  and  was  repeatedly  chosen 
to  that  jiosilion.  Tbo  date  of  his  death  I 
know  not,  but  it  was  prior  to  my  conriig  to 
the  nation  in  IS'A.—h^dioards.

Albert  Gallatin  was  born  in  Geneva,  Switz- 
erland, January  29,  17C1,  and  died  in  Astoria, 
L.  I.  Au;:uat  12, 1849.  He  was  de.sccndeil  from 
uu  ancient  patrician  family  of  Geneva,  whose 
name  had  long  been  honorably  connected  with 
the  liistory  of  Switzerland.  His  father,  Jean 
Galhitin,  was  enj;aned  in  trade,  and  died  when 
the  l)oy  was  two  years  old,  while  his  mother, 
Sophie  Albertine  Kolaz  du  Kosey,  survived 
her  husband  seven  years.  Voiinj;  Albert,  who 
had  been  baptized  by  the  name  of  Abraham 
Alfonso  Albert,  was  coulided  to  the  care  of 
Mademoisello  Pictet,  a  relative  of  his  fatliei-, 
and  from  her  he  received  his  early  education. 
In  1773  bo  was  sent  to  a  boarding-school,  and  a 
year  later  nilered  the  University  of  Geneva, 
where  lie  was  graduated  in  1779,  standing  first  in 
mathematics,  natural  philosophy,  and  Latin 
translation.  The  liberal  spirit  of  the  tiniei  was 
not  without  its  inllueiieo  on  the  young  man. 
His  grandmother,  Madanu^  Susanne  Gallatin- 
Vaiidenet,  was  a  woman  of  strong  character, 
with  many  friends,  among  wlioni  were  Fred- 
erick, landgrave  of  llesso  Cas.sel,  and  A'oltaire. 
Through  heriiilliionce  a  cuminission  of  lieuteii- 
ant-eolonel  in  tho  Hessian  troop.s,  then  serving 
in  America,  was  otFered  to  Gallatin  ;  but  ho  de- 
clined it,  saying  that  bo  would  "never  seive  a 
tyiiint."  In  opposition  to  tho  wislies  of  his 
family  ho  secretly  left  Gencvii,  in  April,  1780, 
with  his  college  friend,  Henri  Serre,  for  Amer- 
ica, whero  they  might  "drink  in  a  love  for  in- 
depeiideueo  In  tho  freest  country  of  the  l!^ni- 
verse."  lie  sailed  from  rOrient  lato  in  May, 
1780,  and  ri^aclied  IJostoii  on  July  14.    *     *     * 

IIo  entered  Congress  on  December  7, 1795,  as 
a  follower  of  James  Madison,  who  was  then  the

leader  of  tlie  Iteiiublican  opposition,  and  con- 
tinned  a  member  of  that  bod\  until  hisappoint- 
nu'iitasSecridary  of  the  Treasury  in  1801.   •  *  » 

When  Thomas  Jell'er.son  bocaino  President, 
Gallatin  was  made  secretary  of  the  treasury, 
and  held  the  otlice  continuously  until  1813.  *  •  * 
Ilis  services  were  rewarded  with  tho  appoint- 
niontoi  minister  to  Franco  in  February,  1815, 
blithe  spent  some  timo  in  travel  both  in  Kuro]ie 
and  ill  tlie  United  States,  finally  eiitcringou  the 
duties  of  his  otlice  in  January,  1810.  Mean- 
while ho  took  part  in  tlie  commercial  conven- 
tion held  in  London  du  ling  tlie  summer  of  1815. 
During  his  career  in  Paris  he  aided  John 
(Jiiincy  Adams  in  preparing  a  commorcial 
treaty  with  Great  Britian,  and  also  was  as.soci- 
ated  with  AVilliam  Eiistis  in  negotiating  a 
treaty  with  tho  Netherlands  in  1817.  He  left 
Franco  iu  1823  and  returned  to  tho  United 
States,  where  lie  was  oicupied  for  some  timo  in 
attention  to  his  private  allUirs,  refusing  a  seat 
ill  the  cabinet  as  secretary  of  the  navy  and  de- 
clining to  be  a  candidate  for  tho  vice-presi- 
dency, to  which  he  was  nominated  by  tho 
Democratic  party.  In  182G,  at  the  .solicitation 
of  President  Adams,  he  accepted  the  appoint- 
ment of  envoy  extraordinary  to  Great  liritain, 
and  negotiated  commercial  treaties  by  lueaus 
of  which  full  indomnitication  wasobtained  from 
England  for  injuries  that  had  been  sustained  by 
citizens  of  tho  United  States  iu  conseiiueneo  of 
violationsof  the  treaty  of  (iheiit.  On  his  return 
to  the  Uiiit(.d  States  he  settled  in  New  York 
City,  where,  from  1831  till  1839,  he  was  president 
of  the  National  Bank  of  New  York.     *    *    • 

III  1842  ho  was  associated  iu  the  establish- 
ment of  the  Amoricjii  Ethnological  Society, 
becoming  its  first  president,  and  iu  1843  he  was 
elected  to  hold  a  similar  office  in  the  New  York 
Historical  Society,  an  honor  which  was  an- 
nually conferred  on  him  until  his  death.

"Tchiliilli,  the  liead-chief  of  the  Upper  and 
Lower  Creeks,  delivered  the  legend  in  iiu  iillo- 
ciition  held  before  Govern, ir  .Tames  Oglethorpe, 
at  Savannah,  Georgia,  ill  tlie  ye.ir  1735.  Tlio 
llrltish  colonial  authorities  and  iiiople  were 
liresent,  and  also  some  sixty  me.i  of  Tchikilli's 
Indian  retinue.  After  delivery,  the  interpreter 
handed  itovi'r  (written  iiimii  a  hutl'.ilo-skin)  to 
the  colonists,  and  tlie  same  yi  ar  it  was  biought 
to  England.  It  appi^ars  fruiii  an  article  in  the 
'American  Gazetteer,'  Lomloii,  1702,  vol.  ii. 
Art.  Georgia,  that  the  ciintcnts  were  written 
in  red  and  black  characters  (plctogiaphic  signs, 
we  .snpiiose),  and  that  afterwards  it  was  hung 
up  in  tho  Georgia  ollice,  in  Westminster, 
London.  Upon  l>r.  D.  G.  lirinton's  request, 
Mr.  Nicholas  Triibmr  .sought  to  trace  this  pic- 
tured rdic  in  the  London  ollices,  but  without 
success.

Albert  Samuel  Gatschet  was  born  in  St.  Beat- 
cnbcrg,  in  the  TV'rnese,  Oberlanil.  Switzerland, 
October  3,  1832  His  prop(Mleutic  education 
was  nciiuirod  in  the  lycenuis  of  Neuchatel 
(1843-45)  and  of  »erno  (1840-'52),  after  which 
he  ripllowed  eoursos  in  the  universities  of  Heino 
and  Ileiliu  (1852 -T>8).  His  studies  had  for  their 
object  the  ancient  world  in  all  its  pha.ses  of 
religion,  history,  l.inguago,  and  iirt,  and  thoroby

his  attention  was  at  an  early  day  directed  to 
]diil<dogic  rescarchea.    In   1805  ho  began  thu 
publication  of  a  series  of  brief  monographs 
on  tho  local  etymology  of  his  country,  enti- 
tled "Ortsotyiuologiscbe  Forschnngcn  aus  der 
Schwoiz  "  (18fl5-'C7).     In  1807  he  spent  several 
mouths  in  London  pursuing  anti(|uarian  studies 
in  tho  ISritish  Museum.     In  1808  he  settled  in 
New  York  and  became  a  contributor  to  various 
domestic  and   foreign   i)eriodicals,    mainly  on 
scientific  subjects.    Drifting  into  a  more  atten- 
tive study  of  the  American  Indians,  he  pub- 
li.slied   several   compositions    upon   tluir  lan- 
guages, tho  most  important  of  which  is  "  Zwiilf 
Sprachen  aus  dem  Siidvvesten  Nordamerikas." 
Weimar,  1870.    This  led  to  his  being  appointeil 
to  tho  position  of  ethnologist  in  tho   United 
States   Geological    Survey,   undir   MaJ.   John 
W.  Powell,  in  March,  1877,  when  be  removed  t'-. 
Washington,  and  first  employed  himself  in  .ir- 
ranging  the  linguistic  manuscripts  of  the  Smith- 
sonian Institution,  now  tho  iimperty  of  tho 
Bureau  of  Kthnology,  which  forms  a  part  of 
the  Smithsonian  Institution.    Mi-.  Gats(  het  has 
over  since  been  actively  conneeted  wilh  that 
bureau.     To  increase  its  linguistic  CDllections, 
and  to  extend  and  int<'nsil'y  his  own  st  miles  of 
tho  Indian  languages,  he  has  made  extensivi' 
trijts  of  linguistic   and   etlinologic  <'xploratiou 
among  tho   Indians  of  North  America.     Afttir 
returning   from  a  six  months'  sojouin  among 
the  Klamaths  and   Kalapuyas  of  Oregon,  set- 
tled on   both   sides  of  the   Cascade   It.ange,  he 
visited  tho  Katah.i  in  South  Carolina  and  the 
Cha'htaandShetimashaofLouisianain  18->l-'82, 
tho    Kayowo,     Com.anche,     Caildo,    Naktehe, 
Modoc,  and  other  tribes  in  tlie  Indian  Terri- 
tory, tho   Tonkawe  and  Lipiins   in  Texas,  and 
tlio  Atakapa  Indians  of  Louisiana  in  18H4-'85. 
In  1883   ho    saw  the  Thiskaltecs  at    Saltillo, 
Mexico,  a  renniaut  of  tho  Naliua  laco,  hronglit 
there  about    1575  from  Analiiuic,  and  was  the 
first  to  discover  the  affinity  of  the  lioloxi  Ian-' 
guago  with  tho  Siouan   i'ainily.     He  .also  com- 
mitted to  writing  the  Tuni\ka  or  Tonica  lan- 
guage of  Louisiana,  never  ln'fure  investigated, 
and  foiiiiing  a  linguistic  family  of  it.self.     Ex- 
cursions to  other  parts  of  tho  country  brought 
to  his  knowledge  other  Indian  languages,  like 
the  Tu.skarora,  Caughnawaga,  Tenobscot,  and 
Karankawa. 

Mr.  Gat.schetis  compiling  an  extensive  report 
embodying  his  researches  among  the  Klamath- 
Lake  and  Modoc  Indians  of  Or(\g(Ui,  wliich  will 
form  Vol.  Ilof  "  Contributions  to  Neitli  Amer- 
ican Ethnology."  Among  the  tribes  a.id  Ian 
gnages  discussed  by  him  in  separ.ite  publica. 
tions  aro  the  Timucua  (Florida).  Tonkawe 
(Texas),  Vunia  ((California,  Arizona,  Mexico), 
(jlii'imeto  (Oalifornia),  Iteothuk  (Newfound- 
land), Creek  and  Ilitehiti  (Alabama).  Ills 
numerous  publications  are  scattered  tliiougli 
magazines  .and  government  reports,  some  being 
eontaincMl  in  tho  Proceedings  of  the  Am-'ricaii 
IMiilosophical  Soeioty,  I'liiladelphia.

Gibbs  (G.)  —  Continued. 

George  Gibbs,  the  son  of  Col.  (leo.  Gilibs,  was 
born  on  the  17lhof  ifuly,  18ir),at  Suiiswick,  Long 
Island,  nearthi^  vlllllgl^  of  Ilallett's  Cove,  now 
known  as  Astoria.  It  was  the  intention  of  the 
falher  to  give  his  son  a  West  Point  educaH(Ui 
and  to  lit  hiui  lor  an  army  ciinci'.  As  a  ))re 
liiniuary  step  bo  was  sent  to  the  Itound  Hill 
School,  at  Xortliain|)ton,  Mass.,  then  kept  bv 
Mr.  George  liancroft,  the  historian,  and  Mr. 
Cogswell,  the  late  learned  and  dislingiilshcd 
superintendent  of  tlie  Astor  Library.  At 
seventeen,  it  having  been  found  inipo.ssilile  to 
secure  for  the  youth  an  appointment  to  the 
Military  Academy,  he  was  taken  to  Europe, 
where  he  remained  two  years  cnjoj'iug  the  ad- 
vantage of  foreign  travel,  observation,  ami 
study.  On  bis  ictuni  from  Eiiroi)e  ho  <'om- 
meneed  the  reading  of  law,  and  in  ISriS  took 
his  di'gree  of  l)acheKir  of  law  at  Harvard  Uni- 
versity. 

In  1848  Mr.  Gibl)s  went  overland  fnmj 
Saint  Louis  to  Oregon,  and  established  him- 
self at  Columbia.  In  1851  be  received  the  ap- 
pointment of  eollectoi'  of  the  port  of  Astoria, 
which  he  held  during  Mr.  Fillmore's  adminisi  r.i- 
tion.  Later  be  ronu)ved  from  Oregon  to  Wash- 
ington Territory,  and  settled  upon  a  ranch  a 
few  miles  from  Foit  Stallacooiu.  Herc^  hc\  liad 
bis  liendqmirters  fcir  several  years,  dcvoiing 
himself  to  the  study  of  tlio  Indian  languages, 
.ind  to  the  iolle<'tion  of  vocabnlaiies  and  tra- 
ditions of  the  northwestein  tribes.  During  a 
great  part  of  the  time  be  was  attached  to  the 
United  States  Goxernmeut  Conunlssion  in  lay- 
ing tlie  lioundaiy,  as  the  geologist  or  l)otanl,st 
of  the  expedition.  He  was  also  attached  as 
geologist  to  fbe  survey  of  a  railroad  rnute  to 
the  Pacific,  under  Major  Stevens.  In  1857  he 
was  appointed  to  the  northwest  boundary  sur- 
vey, Tinder  Mr.  Archibald  CamplxiU,  as  com- 
missioner. 

In  1880  >tr.  Gibbs  returned  to  Xew  York, 
and  in  1861  was  on  duty  in  Washington  in 
guarding  the  Caiiitol. 

Later  bo  rosiiled  in  Washington,  being 
mainly  employed  in  the  Hudson  Bay  Claims 
Conunisslon,  to  which  bo  was  secretary.  He 
was  also  engaged  in  the  arrangement  of  a  large 
mass  of  mauuaci  ipt  bearing  upon  the  etbnol 
ogy  and  philology  of  tbo  American  Indians. 
His  services  were  availed  of  by  tlio  Suiltbson 
ian  Institution  to  siipe.intond  its  bibors  iiithis 
field,  and  to  his  energy  and  complete  luiowledgo 
of  the  subject  it  greatly  owes  its  success  in 
this  branch  of  tbo  .service.  The  valuable  and 
laborious  service  wliicli  he  rendered  to  th«  In- 
stitution was  entirely  gratuitous,  and  in  his 
death  that  establishment  as  well  us  the  cause 
of  science  lost  an  ardent  friend  and  important 
contributor  to  its  .advancement. 

In  1871  Mr.  Gibbs  married  bis  cousin,  Miss 
Mary  K.  Gibbs,  of  Newport,  11. 1.,  and  removed 
to  New  Haven,  where  ho  died  on  the  9th  of 
April,  1873.

Kdwin  Jamos,  goologiHt,  born  in  Wuylii'idgo, 
Vt.  August  27,  1707 ;  died  in  liurlington,  Iowa, 
October  23,  1801.  Ho  was  graduated  at  Middle- 
bury  Colleco  in  1810,  and  tkon  spent  tbroo 
years  in  Albany,  where  he  studied  medicine 
with  his  brother,  Dr.  Dnniel  James,  botany 
with  Dr.  Jolin  Torrey,  and  {;oology  under  Prof. 
Amos  Eaton.  In  1820  he  was  appointed  botanist 
and  geologist  to  the  «kxpluring  expedition  of 
Maj.  Samuel  H.  Long,  and  wns  actively  en- 
gaged in  field  work  during  tliat  year.  For  two 
years  following  ho  was  occupied  in  compiling 
and  preparing  for  the  press  the  report  of  the 
"Expedition  to  the  Rocliy  Mountains,  18I8-'19" 
(2  vols,  with  atlas,  Philadelpl'ia  and  Loudon, 
1823).  lie  tlien  received  the  appointment  of 
surgeon  iu  the  V.  S.  Army,  and  for  six  years 
was  stationed  at  frontier  outpostf.  During 
this  time,  iu  addition  to  his  professional  duties, 
ho  was  occupied  witli  the  study  of  the  native 
Indian  dialects,  and  prepared  a  translation  of 
the  New  Testament  iu  the  OJibway  language 
(1833).  In  1830  he  resigned  his  commission  and 
returned  to  Albany,  where  for  a  short  time  ho 
was  associated  with  Edward  C.  Dclavan  in  the 
editorship  of  the  "Tomporanco  Herald  and 
Journal."  Meanwhile  he  also  prepared  for  the 
press  "The  Karrativo  of  Johu  Tanner,"  a 
strange  frontier  character,  who  was  stolen 
when  a  child  by  the  Indians  (New  York,  1830). 
In  1834  ho  again  wont  west,  and  iu  1K36  settled 
in  the  vicinity  of  Burlington,  Iowa,  where  he 
spent  the  remainder  of  his  life,  mainly  in  agri- 
cultural pursuits.  Dr.  James  was  the  earliest 
botanical  explorerof  the  IJocky  Mountains,  and 
his  name  was  originally  given  by  Mnjor  Long 
to  the  mountain  that  has  since  been  known  as 
Vike'a  Vcak.—Appleton'n  Cyclop,  of  Am.

Samuel  Farmar  Jarvis,  clergyman,  born  in 
Middletown,  Conn.  -Tanuary  20, 1780 ;  died  there 
March  26, 1851 ;  was  graduated  at  Yale  in  1805, 
and  ordained  priest  April  5,  1811.  The  same 
year  he  took  charge  of  St.  Michael's  Church, 
Bloomingdale,  N.  Y.  and  in  1813  was  also  made 
rector  of  St.  James's  Church,  New  York  City, 
retaining  both  parishes  until  May,  1810.  In 
the  latter  year  he  was  appointed  professor  of 
biblical  learning  in  the  recently  established 
New  York  General  Tlieological  Seminary,  but 
ho  resigned  iu  1820  ou  being  elected  the  llr-st 
rector  of  St.  Paul's,  Boston,  Mass.  Here  he  re- 
mained six  years,  wiien  he  gave  up  his  charge 
to  sail  for  Kuro|)e,  with  a  view  of  qualifying 
himself  for  certain  works  lie  had  projected,  re- 
lating to  the  history  of  tho  churcli.  During  a 
nine  years'  absence  he  visited  all  the  important 
libraries  and  explored  every  accessible  source 
of  informiition  ou  tho  subjects  to  which  his  at- 
tention had  been  directed.  Ou  his  return  in 
1835  ho  accepted  the  professorship  of  oriental 
literature  in  Washington  (uow  Trinity)  College, 
but  resigned  in  1837  to  bi^como  rector  of  Christ 
Church,  Middlutuwu,  Conn.  Having  boon  ap- 
poiuted  church  historiographer  by  the  general 
convcntionof  1838,ho  resigned  his  charge  in  1842, 
and  devoted  tlie  remaiuderof  his  life  to  literary 
labors.  He  received  tlio  degree  of  D.  D.  from 
the  University  of  Pennsylvania  in  1819,  aud  that 
of  LL.  D.  from  Trinity  iu  1837.  Dr.  Jarvis  was 
a  trustee  of  Trinity  College  and  of  tho  General 
Theological  Seminary,  secretary  and  treasurer 
of  tho  Christian  Knowlcilge  Society,  and  secre- 
tary of  his  diocese.  Ho  was  a  fine  classical  aud 
biblical  scholar,  and  aUo  took  a  great  interest 
in  art,  having  collected  during  his  residence 
abroad  a  gallery  of  old  paintings,  mostly  of  the 
Italian  school.  These  were  exhibited  on  his 
return  for  tho  benefit  of  a  charitableassocintion, 
but  were  Anally  sold  after  his  death,  together 
with  his  valuable  lihrtt.Ty.—Applcton'»  Cyclop.

Bobort  McOill  Loughri(lj;e,  D.  I).,  wai  born 
at  LaurouHvillo,  .S.  C,  December  24, 1809.  Ills 
father,  JumuH  Loii;;lii'iilge,  watt  a  native  of  tlio 
north  of  Iri'.liuul,  and  his  mother,  Deborah  Ann 
McGill,  a  native  of  South  Carolina.  "When  ho 
was  fourteen  yoar.t  of  ago  his  father  moved  to 
Alabama.  When  twonty-ono  years  of  ago, 
having  determined  to  enter  tho  ministry,  after 
a  few  months'  study  under  his  pastor,  ho  en- 
tt^rod  tho  Mesopotamia  (Alii.)  Academy,  and 
four  years  afterwards  (November,  1834)  Miami 
University,  at  Oxford,  Ohio,  frouj  which  ho  was 
graduated  in  1837.  He  then  spentouo  year  at  tho 
Theological  Seminary  at  Princeton,  N.  J.,  and 
two  years  in  private  study  nudor  his  pastor,  at 
Kutaw,  Ala.,  being  licensed  to  preach  April  0, 
l.'<41. 

Having  boon  selected  by  tho  Presbyterian 
I5i);ird  of  Foreign  Missions  to  visit  the  Creeks 
and  to  nscortain  their  attitude  toward  the  min- 
istration of  the  gospel  amongst  them,  on  Nov- 
vember  2, 1811,  ho  started  for  tho  Indian  Terri- 
tory, and  there  made  orrangements  for  teaching 
and  preaching  among  tho  Creeks,  after  which 
he  returned  to  Alabama.  On  tho  15th  of  Octo- 
ber, 1842,  ho  was  ordainod  to  tho  full  work  of  tho 
ministry  as  a  missionary  to  tho  Creek  Indians. 
On  tho  6th  of  Febru.ary,  1813,  he  arrived  with 
his  wife  at  tho  Verdigris  Landing,  and  imme- 
diately established  a  school  at  the  town  of 
Kowetah.  Tho  Kowetah  lioarding-School  be- 
came very  popular  and  grailually  increased  in 
numbers,  until  finally  it  was  not  only  itself  en- 
larged, but  the  TuUahassee  Manual  Labor 
School  was  established,  of  which  Mr.  Lough- 
ridge was  made  superintendent.  Tho  Tulla- 
h.issee  school  continued  in  a  very  prosperous 
condition  until  July  10,  1801,  when  it  was  sud- 
denly suspended  because  of  tho  war  between 
tho  .States.  Tho  Kowot.ah  school  was  also 
brought  to  a  close  and  never  again  opened. 
Mr.  Loughridge  thereupon  moved  to  the  Chero- 
kee Nation,  and  subsequently  to  Texas,  where 
for  several  years  he  was  engaged  in  tho  min- 
istry. 

In  December,  1880,  Mr.  Loughridge  and  hia 
wife  were  reappointed  by  the  Foreign  Board  as 
missionaries  to  tho  Creek  Indians  in  tlio  Indian 
Territory.  Tho  TuU.ahassee  Boarding-Scliool 
building  having  accidentally  been  Uurnod,  tho

Nation  determined  to  rebuild  on  a  larger  scale, 
and  to  loe.tto  it  at  Wualaka.  Accordingly  a 
largo  brick  building  was  cneted  anil  placed 
under  the  caro  of  tho  Presbyterian  Itoard  of 
Furnign  Missions.  Mr.  Loughridge  was  ap- 
pointed superintendent,  and  opened  tho  school 
with  the  full  number  of  one  hundred  pupils  in 
November,  1882.  After  two  years'  service  in 
that  capacity  ho  resigned,  and  has  since  de- 
voted himself  to  preaching  in  various  iilacrs 
omong  the  people  and  to  th  >  proparalion  of 
books  in  tho  Creek  or  Muskoki  language.

Dr.  Ludewig  has  himself  so  fully  detailed  tho 
plan  and  purport  of  this  work  that  little  more 
remains  for  me  to  add  beyond  tho  mere  state- 
ment of  tho  origin  of  my  eonneclton  with  the 
publication,  and  the  mention  of  such  additions 
for  which  I  ani  alone  responsible,  and  which, 
during  its  progress  through  the  pro.s.s,  have 
uradually  accumulated  to  about  one-sixth  of 
the  whole.  This  is  but  an  act  of  justice  to  tho 
memory  of  Dr.  Ludewig ;  because  at  the  time  of 
his  death,  in  December,  1856,  no  more  than  172 
pages  were  printed  oil",  and  these  constitute  the 
only  portion  of  tlie  work  which  h.ad  tho  benefit 
of  his  valuable  personal  and  fin.al  revision.

Dr.  I.ndewij;,  thongli  but  little  known  In  this 
country  [En<;laiid],  was  held  in  considerable 
esteem  as  a  ,iuri.><t,  both  in  Oormniiy  and  the 
United  States  of  America.  Horn  at  Dresden  in 
180!),  with  but  little  exception  lio  continued  to 
rosido  in  his  native  city  until  1814,  when  he 
emigrated  to  America;  but  though  in  both 
countries  lio  practiced  law  as  a  ])rofession,  liis 
bent  was  the  study  of  literary  history,  which 
was  evidenced  by  liis  "Llvredes  Ana,  Essaido 
CatJiIoguo  Manuel,"  published  at  his  own  cost 
in  1837,  and  by  his  "  lUbliotliekonomie,"  which 
apjieai'ed  a  few  years  later. 

Hutevon  whilst  thus  en;;aj;ed,  he  delighted 
in  invest  igati  pi;  the  vise  and  progress  of  ilio  land 
of  bis  snliseqiieiU  adojition,  and  his  researches 
into  the  vexed  question  of  the  origin  of  tlio  peo- 
])linf;  of  America  gained  him  the  highoat  consid- 
eration, on  both  sides  of  tlie  Atlantic,  as  a  man 
of  original  and  inquiring  mind.  lie  was  n  con- 
tributor to  Nau'nann's  "Sorapieuni;"  and 
amongst  the  chief  of  his  contributions  to  that 
Journal  maybe  mentioiiod  those  on  "American 
Libraries,"  on  the  "Aids  to  American  Bibliog- 
raphy," and  on  the  "I'.ook-trado  of  the  United 
States  of  America."   In  184Cappoarod  bis  "  Lit-

oratiire  of  American  LncnMlistory,"  a  work  of 
much  importance,  and  wliicli  required  noHiiiall 
aminint  of  laliour  and  peraeveranco,  owing  to 
tho  necessity  of  consulting  the  many  and 
widely -scattered  materials,  which  had  t<!  be 
sought  out  from  apparently  tho  most  unlikely 
channels. 

Thoao  studies  formed  a  natural  induction  to 
the  present  work  on  "Tho  LItornturoof  Amer- 
ican Aboriginal  Langniiges,"  which  occupied 
his  leisurn  concurrently  with  tho  otlier.4,  and 
the   printing  of   wlii<'h    was   commenced    In 
August,  1850,  hut  which  he  did  not  live  to  see 
launched  upon  tho  world ;  for  at  the  date  of  his 
death,  on  the  12tli  of  December  following,  only 
172  pages  were  In  typo.     It  bad  been  a  lalM)ur 
of  love  with  him  for  years ;  and  if  ever  author 
were  mindful  of  the  noniDii  prematnr  innnnnm, 
he  was  wlien  he  deposited  his  maniisi^ript  in 
the  library  of  tho  American  Ethnological  So- 
ciety, dillblcnt  hliiiself  as  to  its  merits  and 
value  on  a  subject  of  such  paramount  interest. 
IIo  had  salislled  liimsclf  that  in  due  time  the 
reward  of  bis  patient  industry  might  be  the 
production  of  some  moro  extended   national 
work  on  tlie  subject;  and  with  this  he  was  con- 
tented; for  it  was  a  distinguishing  feature  in 
his  cliaractor,  Dotwithstanding  his  great  and 
varied  knowledge  and  brilliant  acquirements, 
to  disroganl  his  own  toil,  even  amounting:  to 
drudgery  if  needful,  if  ho  could  in  any  way  as- 
sist the  promulgation  of  literature  and  science. 
Dr.  Ludewig  was  a  corresponding  member 
of  many  of  the  most  distinguished  Kuropeau 
and  American  liter.iry  societies,  and  few  men 
were  held  in  greater  coiisideratiou  liy  scliolars 
both  in  Amorira  and  (rermany,  as  will  re:iilily 
bo  acknowledged  should  his  voluminous  cor- 
respondence ever  see  tlio  light.    In  private  life 
he  was   dislinguislied  by  tho  best  ((ualities 
wliieli  endear  a  man's  memory  to  those  who 
survive  him— ho  was  a  kind  and  alTeetionate 
husband  and  a  siucoro  friend.    Always  acces- 
sible, and  ever  ready  to  aid  and  counsel  those 
who  applied  to  him  for  advice  upon  matters 
pertaining  to  literature,  his  loss  will  long  be 
felt  by  a  most  extended  circle  ••    f'l  iemls.  and

Lewis  H.  Morgan  was  born  in  Aurora,  Cayuga 
(;ounty,  N.  Y.  November  21,  181H.  lie  was 
graduated  by  Union  College,  Schenectady,  in 
tho  class  of  1840.  Returning  Ironi  college  to 
Aurora,  Mr.  Morgan  joined  a  secret  society 
composed  of  the  .young  men  of  tlie  village  and 
known  as  tho  Grand  Order  of  tho  Troiiuois. 
Tliis  had  a  ;;rcat  iuQuence  upon  his  future 
career  and  studies.  Tho  order  was  instituted 
for  sport  and  amiisomont,  but  its  organization 
was  modeled  on  the  governmental  system  o"  the 
Six  Nations;  and,  cliielly  under  Mr.  Morgan's 
direction  and  leadership,  tho  objects  of  tlio  order 
were  extended,  if  not  entirely  cliangcd,  and  its 
purim.sos  improved.  To  become  better  ac- 
quainted with  tho  social  polity  of  tlio  Indians, 
young  Morgan  visited  the  aborigines  roinuin- 
ing  in  New  York,  a  mere  remnant,  but  yet  re- 
taining to  a  great  extent  (heir  ancient  laws 
;ind  cu.stoms;  and  lie  went  so  far  as  to  bo 
adopted  as  a  meinbor  by  tho  Sonccas.  Beioro 
(lie  council  of  tho  order,  in  tho  years  1844, 1845, 
and  I81C,  bo  read  a  series  of  papers  on  tlie 
Iroquoi.'t,  v.hich,  under  the  uoiu  de  plume  of 
"SUenandoah,''  were  published  as  abovo.  Mr. 
Morgan  died  in  Roeliester,  N.  Y.  December  17, 
1881.

Wattie  Talnior  is  a  grand  noplxow  of  Captain 
"Echo  Ilarjo,"  a  French  and Creok  balf-bieed, 
who  fought  for  tho  Uuiltd  States  against  tho 
Seiuiuolos  under  Jackson,  and  was  a  noted  man 
in  tho  war.  llo  is  also  a  grandson  of  Homer 
Korntls,  who  fought  in  tho  war  of  1812,  and 
■vho  is  now  (1889)  about  one  hundred  years 
old,  with  mind  so  active  still  that  he  is  a  very 
•  e;.;ertaining  narrator  of  tho  past  events  of  his 
life.  Micco  Hutkeo,  Mr.  Talraer's  uncle,  was 
iirst  a  town  chief,  and  later  second  chief  of  tho 
Creeks. 

Mr.  Palmer  was  brought  up  by  an  Indian 
woman,  having  been  early  left  an  orphan.  He 
was  old  enough  when  ho  applied  for  admission 
to  tho  TuUahassce  school  to  need  to  bo  made 
an  exception  to  the  rules,  but  his  perseverance 
and  earnestness  won  tho  coveted  opportunity. 
In  tho  fall  of  1880  ho  was  sent,  among  others, 
at  tho  cxpensoof  his  tribe,  to  a  school  in  Hen- 
derson, Tenn.  Ho  was  for  some  years  a  help- 
ful member  of  tho  council,  and  is  now  "national 
auditor  "  for  liis  tribe.

Uev.  Jas.  IVrryman,  for  tho  last  thirty  years 
of  his  life  an  houorcl  minister  of  the  l!ap- 
tist  Church,  wjis  ono  of  six  brothers,  aud  wan 
probably  born  within  tho  last  decade  of  tlio 
eighteenth  century  in  tho  "  Old  Creek  Xation  " 
in  Alabama.  He  went  west  among  the  earlier 
emigrant  Creeks,  and  attended  school  at  tho 
Union  Mission,  then  among  tho  Oaagos,  but  at 
which  wore  gathered  both  Creeks  and  Cliero- 
kees.  Between  1830  and  1835  ho  was  interpreter 
for  Kev.John  Fleming,  of  tho  A.  B.C.F.M., 
among  the  Creeks,  was  a  member  of  the  Pres- 
byterian Church,  and  aided  him  in  tr.inslatiug 
two  of  tho  ilrst  books  ever  printed  for  tho 
Creeks.  After  the  expulsion  of  tho  mission- 
aries by  the  V.  S.  Indian  agent,  he  pre|)ared  a 
Muskokoo  primer,  founded  on  his  work  with 
Mr.  Fleming,  but  using  only  English  chiirac- 
tors,  and  simplifying  tho  work  of  learning  to 
read  tho  Muskokeo.  During  tho  later  years 
of  his  life  ho  assisted  mo  in  translating  Ephe- 
sians,  Titus,  and  James,  and  in  two-thirds  of 
Acts.  In  tho  Creek  hymn-book  thirty-two 
hymns  are  his  work,  either  in  compo.sition  or 
translating.  Ho  died  about  tho  year  IS82,  hav- 
ing continued  preaching  viry  nearly  to  tho  end 
of  his  life,  notwithstanding  feeble  health.—

Hon.  Lcgna  Cbotoau  I'orryiiinn,  iirincipal 
chief  of  tho  Muskokoea,  half-brot'ior  of  Hon.  S. 
W.  Pcrrynian  and  of  Rov.  T.  W.  Perryiiian,  was 
born  in  1837,  and,  liko  his  brother  Thoma.'i,  re- 
ceived his  education  at  TuIlabas.iRo,  wlioro  ho 
excelled  as  ii  scholar,  especially  iii  mathematics. 
Ho  has  also  special  musical  talunt,  and  while  a 
pupil  took  lessons  of  mo,  giving  in  rcturu  aid 
in  the  preparation  of  an  English  and  Cruok 
dictionary,  in  wliic'a  ho  did  very  rapid  work 
as  penman  and  linguist,  but  tho  work  was  early 
iutorriipted. 

During  tho  war  ho  was  sorgeantinajur  in  tho 
loyal  Indian  regiment,  wliuro  his  education  won 
him  respect  among  white  olllcers.  Since  tho 
w^ar  ho  li'is  served  as  judge,  as  member  of  coun- 
cil, and  as  delegate  to  "Washington,  and  was 
elected  principal  chief  in  1887.

Hon.  Saudford  Ward  Purryniau  was  a  son  of 
Lewis,  tlio  brother  of  Uev.  James  Perryman, 
mentioned  above,  who  grcttly  assisted  the  mis- 
sionaries as  an  interpreter  and  translator.

Albeit  Pike,  lawyer,  born  in  Boston,  Mass., 
December  2!>,  1809.

Peter  P.  Pitchlynn,  f!li(.ctaw  chief,  boin  In 
Ifusb-ook-wa  (now  part  of  Noxnbeo  County, 
Miss.)  January  30,  1800,  died   In  Washington, 
D.  C,  in  Jonuary,  1881.    His  lather  was  a  white 
man,  bearing  General  Washington's  commis- 
sion OS  an  interpreter,  and  Ills  mother  was  a 
Choctaw.    Hu  was  brought  up  like  an  Indian 
boy,  but  manifesting  a  desire  to  bo  educated, 
bo  was  sent  200  miles  to  school  in  Tennessee, 
that  being  tbo  nearest  to  his  father's  log  cabin 
At  the  end  of  the  flrst  quarter  ho  returned  homo 
to  find  his  people  engaged  in  negotiating  a 
treaty  with  the  general  government.    As  he 
considered  the  terms  of  this  instrument  a  fraud 
upon  big  tril)e,  be  refused  to  shako  bands  with 
Gen.  Andrew  Jackson,  who  had  the  matter  In 
charge  on  behalf  of  the  Wa.shington  authorities. 
He  afterwai'd  attended  tbo  Columbia  (Tonn.) 
Academy,  and  was  ultimately  graduated  at  tbo 
University  of  Nashville.    In  1828  ho  was  ap- 
pointed tho  leader  of  an  Indian  delegation  sent 
by  the  United  States  Government  into  the  Osage 
country  on  a  pouce-niaking  and  exploring  ex- 
pedition, preparatory  to  tho  removal  of  tbo 
Choctaws,  Cbickasaws,  ond  Creeks  beyond  the 
Mississippi.    Six  months  were  occupied  In  tho 
Journey,  and  the  negotiations  were  every  way 
successful,  Pitchlynn  displaying  no  little  diplo- 
matic skill  and  courage.    Ho  emigrated  to  the 
now  reservation  with  bis  people,  and  built  a 
!        cabin  on  Arkansas  River.    At  the  beginning  of 
tbo  civil  war  in  1801  Pitchlynn  was  in  Wash- 
ington attending  to  public  business  for  his 
tribe,  and  assured  Mr.  Lincoln  that  he  Imped 
to  keep  his  people  neutral;  but  he  could  not 
])rcvent  three  of  his  own  children  and  many 
others  from  joining  the  Confederates.   He  him- 
self remained  a  Union  man  to  tbo  end  of  tho 
war,  notwitbst.anding  the  fact  that  tbo  Con- 
federates raided  bis  plantation  of  000  acrtis  and 
captured  all 'bis  cattle,  while  tbo  omanci]iation 
proclamation  freed  his  one  hundred  slaves.  Ho 
was  a  natural  orator,  as  bis  address  to  the 
President  at  the   White  Hoiiso   in  18."i5,  his 
spedcbes  l)eforo  the  Congressional  committees 
in  1808,  and  one  dcdivered  before  a  delegation 
of  Quakers  at  Wa.shington  in  1809,  abundantly 
prove.    According   to  Charles  Dickons,  who 
met  him  while  on  his  first  visit  to  this  country, 
Pitchlynn  was  a  handsome  man,  with   black

J.  S.  Porter,  his  grandfather, 
was  from  Norrlstown,  Pa.,  educated  at  the 
Military  Academy,  and  served  uiidcir  Jackson 
as  first  lieutenant,  afterwards  brovotted  cap- 
tain.

Of 
tho  latter  bo  wan  preMidlii({  ollieur  for  four 
year!!.  Ho  hiia  been  a  dcloj^nte  at  Waiihini;ton 
duriuj;  thirteen  ditloient  sorhIoiis  of  Conj;refiH, 
attcndlnj;  to  tho  IntcreHtii  of  his  people,  and  ho 
has  contributed  largely  to  tho  guec(^s!4  of  many 
of  the  raoro  important  meusurefl  ati'ectlng  tho 
policy  and  nianHgomentof  the  Indionit. 

In  tho  troubloR  which  tho  Cn^ek  nation  has 
pasgfld  through  fiinco  tho  war,  growing  out  of 
tho  ohnngo  from  thoir  original  Institutions  to 
tho  formation  of  a  system  of  government.  In- 
surrections amounting  to  almost  civil  war  liavo 
occurred  at  three  dilTerent  periods.  Mr.  Portor 
was  commlsslonod  a  gcnoriil  by  tho  council, 
and  to  him  largely  belongs  tho  merit  of  ]mttlng 
down  theso  Insurrections  with  but  little  blood- 
shed. Ho  Is  interested  in  tho  uul&cation  of  all 
the  Indian  nations  in  tho  Territory  and  In  so- 
curing  to  thorn,  as  early  as  possible,  citizenship 
and  Statehood.

I'crryman  do  tbe  penmansliip),  but  we  liad  only 
gone  into  tbo  letter  E  wbon  be  left  for  bonio. 
I  tlien  took  tbo  pen  mj'self,  with  Lewis  Wins- 
lett  (a  very  talented  boy,  wbo  was  b)st  during 
tbo  war)  as  interpreter,  bat  tbe  war  soon  ended 
our  work.  Ilad  I  confined  myself  to  correcting 
and  copying  material  already  on  baud,  it  \v,  uld 
probably  bave  been  wiser  tban  proceeding  as  I 
dul  on  a  larger  plan,  bopiu;^  to  get  a  work  of 
Hiillicieii  t  comidetoDPSS  to  bo  a  real  belp  to  Kng- 
lisbspeaking  students  of  tbe  Creek.  Tbo  lirst 
pai  (.of  tliat— tboletter  Aaud  a  part  of  U— I  lent 
to  Dr.  Lougbridge,  wbo  went  to  Texaj  during 
tbo  war,  loaviq^  most  of  bis  library  bcbind,  and 
tliiit  also,  wbicb  is  the  last  I  know  of  it.  So  tbo 
gre.itor  part  of  my  collection  of  Creek  words  i.s 
in  tbe  crudest  sbapo  iiaaginablo,  done  chiefly 
with  a  pencil  in  greatest  baste,  1  often  running 
to  my  little  book,  no  matter  how  busy  with 
oilier  things,  to  record  a  new  word  obtained 
from  pupils,  manuscripts,  or  books,  and  tying 
new  leaves  within  tho  covers  as  needed.  I 
would  b.ivo  preferred  Creek  and  English  to 
English  and  Creek,  but  for  Dr.  Loug!\i'idge's 
having  begun  tho  former.  "What  1  have  in  pen 
and  ink  was  done  with  a  school  edition  of  the 
English  dictionary  in  band,  selecting  tbo  mo»t 
commonly  used  words  in  going  over  it.  Should 
my  life  bo  spared  I  may  got  this  work  into  bet- 
ter shape,  as  I  \Yould  bo  very  glad  to  do,  since 
I  probably  bavo  a  good  many  nouns,  at  least, 
uutgiviiU  by  others,  liut  while  the  '  full  blood' 
Creeks  have  so  littlo  reading  matter,  and  so 
few  to  furiiisb  any  for  them,  it  does  not  seem  as 
if  I  ought  to  turn  aside  from  the  work  which  I 
am  doing  now."

Uov.  \V.  S.  Kobert.son,  a  Bon  of  Ilov.  Samuel 
Kobort.son,ofthePie.sbyterianCliurch,wasb()rn 
iu  Iluutiiigton,  L.  T.,  January  11,  1820.  lie 
fitted  for  college  in  various  aeademles  iu  Now 
Yoik  State,  and  graduated  i'roui  Union  (Jol- 
lego,  SeUoiicetady,  iu  1813,  After  going  two- 
tliirds  thiough  a  course  of  luedieiuo,  ho  decided 
to  .idopt  teaching.as  his  profession,  in  which  ho 
becamo  an  enthusiastic  worker  anil  to  which 
ho  devoted  his  lile. 

lii  1819  ho  offered  hiiusclf  ns  a  misslon.iiy  (o 
tho  Presbyterian  Hoard  of  Foreign  Missions, 
was  accepted  for  tlioir  woik  aioong  tlie  In- 
dians, and  was  sent  as  principal  of  tlm  Tulla- 
hassoo  Manual  Labor  Hoarding-School  among 
tlio  (y'rocks,  in  wliicli  work  he  continued  whiK'

taught  in  othitr  places.  In  tlie  fall  of  180}  ho 
returned  to  tlio  Creeks,  having  been  ordfiined 
ns  a  minister  Just  before  his  return.  In  addi- 
tion to  most  diligent  work  as  a  teacher,  he  had 
jireviously  pr.'pared  a  Creek  First  Header  for 
tlie  press,  "Come  to  Jesus,"  translated  at  liis 
expense  by  aiuipil,  J.  McKillop,  and  a  tract  on 
tlio  Sabbatli ;  besides  getting  tho  Creok  Second 
Itoader  nearly  ready  for  the  i>re»s. 

While  ivaiting  for  tho  rouewal  of  relations 
between  tho  United  States  Government  and 
tho  Creoks,  ho  employed  him.self  iu  preaching 
and  Sunday-school  work,  and  in  jireparing  now 
editions  of  Creek  books,  besides  tho  Epistles  of 
John,  Hon.  S.  W.  and  liev.  T.  W.  Perryinan, 
h.'ilf-brothers  of  his  furiner  interpreter,  Kov. 
D  Winslett,  being  his  translators,  lie  later 
attended  to  tlio  publisliing  of  tho  little  Creek 
paper,  "Our  Monthly,"  for  four  years.  This 
was  printed  on  a  hand-proas  by  his  young  son, 
aided  by  one  or  two  school-boys,  and  it  gave 
tho  Crooks  a  very  stiong  stimulf-s  towards 
reading  their  own  language.

Joo<;,  an  Indian  war  chief,  and  resided  in  that 
country  until  1841.

TotiT  John  DoSmot,  niisHionary,  born  in  Tor- 
nuimlo,  Ik'l>;inin,  Dccombor  31,1801;  died  in 
St.  I.oiiis,  Mo.,  ill  .May,  1872.  llo  Htmliud  in 
tliu  Kpiiicopal  Seminary  of  Muelilin.aiid  wliilv 
(liero  lio  I'elt  culled  to  devoto  liinisulf  to  tho 
eonver.-tion  of  tlio  Indians.  Wlien  Uisliop 
Neriii\  visited  lielKlum  in  Hcart'li  of  iiiis.siona- 
rleH,  Do  Smet,  with  tlvo  other  sludentH,  volnn- 
teered  to  accompany  him.  Tho  Governniont 
gave  orders  to  stop  tlicni,  lint  they  escaped  tlio 
oilieers  and  s.iilod  from  Amstonlam  in  1821.  A  I- 
ter  a  short  stay  in  Philadelphia,  De  Smet  entered 
thu-Jesuit  novitiate  at  Whitemarsh,  Md.  Tloro 
lietook  tho  Jesuit  habit,  but  after  two  years  the 
liim.so  was  dissolved,  and  ho  was  about  to  re- 
turn to  Iiel<;ium  when  he  was  iuvitixl  by  Bishop 
DiiltDin'^  to  Florissant,  where  ho  completed  bis 
education  and  took  his  vows.  In  1828  ho  went 
to  St.  Louis  and  took  part  iu  cstablishinj;  tho 
University  of  St.  Louis,  in  which  bo  was  after- 
ward professor.  In  1838  ho  was  sent  to  estab- 
lish a  mission  anion;;  the  rottawattamies  on 
Susjar  Creek.  lie  built  a  chapol,  and  besido  it 
tho  lo;;  huts  of  himself.  Father  Vorroydt,  and 
a  lay  brother.  lie  oroctod  n  school,  which  was 
soon  crowded  with  pupils,  and  in  a  short  time 
converted  most  of  tho  tribe.  In  1840  ho  bogged 
llio  bishop  of  St.  Louis  to  permit  biin  to  labor 
.miong  tho  Flatheads  of  the  Kocky  Mountains. 
When  it  was  represented  to  him  that  tlioro  was 
uo  mouey  for  such  an  expedition,  ho  said  that 
Hulliciont  means  would  ftssuredly  come  from 
Europe,  and  sot  out  on  April  30, 1840,  from  West- 
port  with  the  annual  caravan  of  tho  American 
fur  comjiany,  whoso  destination  was  Green 
Uiver.  IIo  arrived  on  Jnly  14  in  the  camp  of 
I'etor  VikUey,  where  about  1,000  Indians  bad 
assoinbled  to  moot  him.  They  had  retained  tra- 
ditions of  tho  French  missionaries  of  two  cen- 
turies before,  and  Do  Smet  found  it  easy  to  con 
vert  them.  AVitb  tho  aid  of  an  interpreter  ho 
translated  tlio  Lord's  prayer,  tho  Creed,  and 
tho  (Jomniandiuents  into  tlioir  language,  and  in 
a  fortnight  all  tho  Flatheads  know  those  prayers 
and  commandments,  which  were  afterward  ox- 
idained  to  them.  During  his  journey  back  to 
St.  TiOnIs  ho  w.as  on  several  occ.isions  sur- 
rounded by  war  parties  of  the  Black  feet,  but  as 
soon  as  they  recognized  his  black  gown  ai'.d  cru- 
cifix they  showed  tho  greatest  veneration  for 
him.  ITo  thus  laid  tho  foundation  of  tho  ex- 
traordinary inllucuco  that  ho  afterward  oxer-

cised  over  tho  Indians.    In  the  spi  ing  of  1841 
ho  set  out  again  with  two  other  iiiisHionuriua 
and  three  lay  brothers,  all  expert  nicchanica, 
and  after  passing  through  several  I  ri  bos  croMHed 
tho  Platte  and  met  at  Fort  Hall  a  body  of  Flat- 
heads  who  had  eomn  8U0  miles  to  escort  the 
missionaries.     On     September   24    tho   party 
reached  Bitterroot  Uiver,  where  it  was  decided 
to  form  a  permanent  settlement.    A  plan  for  iv 
mission  village  was  drawn  up,  a  cross  planted, 
and  tho  mission  of  St.  Klary's  begun.     The  lay 
brothers  built  a  church  and  residence,  while  Do 
Smet  went  to  Colvllle  to  obtain  provisions.    On 
his  return  the  Bhickfei^t  wariiors  went  on  the 
winter  chase,  and  he  remained  In  (ho  village 
familiarizing  himself  with  the  laiigi. age,  into 
which  he  translated  the  catechism.   He  then  re- 
solved to  visit  Fort  Vancouver,  hoping  to  find 
there  the  supplies  necessary  to  ni like  St.  Mary'a 
n  fixed  miaaion.    On  his  way  he  visited  several 
tribes  niid  taught  them  the  ordinary  prayora 
and  rudiments  of  religion.    After  a  narrow  os- 
cnpn  from  drowning  in  Columbia  liiver  ho 
reached  Fort  Ynnroiiver,  but  was  deceived  iu 
bis  liopo  of  finding  supplies,  and  on  his  return 
to  St. Mary's  ho  resolved  to  cross  tho  wilder- 
ness again  to  St.  Louis.    There  ho  laid  tho 
condition  of  bis  mission  before  his  superiors, 
who  directed  him  lo  go  to  Kiiroiio  and  appeal 
for  aid  to  tlio  people  of  Delgium  mid  Franco. 
IIo  excited  great  enthusiasm  for  his  work  in 
tboao  countries,  several  priests  of  his  order 
nsked  ]ierinisHloii  to  join  him,  and  tho  sisters  of 
the  Congregation  of  Our  Lady  volunteered  to 
undcitake  tho  instruction  of  llieFIuthead  chll 
dren.     Ho  sailed  from  Antwerp  in  December, 
1843,  with  five    Jesuits  and  six  sisters,  and 
reached  Fort  Vancouver  in  August,  1844.    Ho 
was  offered  land  on  tho  Willamette  River  for  a 
central  mission    and  at  onco  began  to  clear 
ground   and  erect  buildings.    The  work  ad- 
vanced so  rapidly  that  in  October  the  slstcra, 
who  bad  already  begun  their  school  in  the  open 
air,  were  able  to  enter  their  convent.    In  1845 
be  began  it  aeries  of  missions  among  the  Zlngo- 
niencs,  Sinpoils,   Okeuaganes,  Flatbows,  and 
Koetonays,  which  extended  to  tho  watershed 
of  tho  Saskatchewan  and  Columbia,  the  camps 
of  the  wandering  As.siuibolns  and  Creeks,  and 
the  stations  of  Fort  St.  Anno  and  Bourassa.  Ho 
visited  Europe  several  times  in  search  of  aid 
for  bis  missions.   Indeed  be  cideulated  that  his 
iourneys  up  to  1853,  by  land  and  water,  must 
have  been  more  than  five  times  the  circumfer- 
ence of  the  earth.    The  ability  and  intluence  of 
Fattier  Do  Smet  were  cordially  acknowledged 
by  tlie  govoriiment  of  tho  United  States,  and 
Ills  aid  was  often  souglit  in  iireventing  Indian 
wars.     Thus,  he  put  on  end  to  the  .Sioux  war, 
and  in  Oregon  he  induced  tho  Yahamas  and 
other  trilies  under  Kaniiakim   to  cease  hostili- 
ties.    IIo  was  clLiplain  in   tho  expedition   to 
Utah,  and  opened  new  missions  among  tho 
tribes  in  that  Territory.    During  hia  last  visit 
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to  Kuni|io  \u\  met  with  ii  Hiivcnt  aci'ldont,  iii 
wliicli  hinrial  of  liM  I'iltM  worn  lirciUmi,  iiiiil  mi 
IiIh  n'tiini  to  St.  I.diiU  lio  waslril  slowly 
away.

N.  I).  Sullivan  was  born  in  the  southern  part 
of  thi'  Creek  Nation,  Ind.T.  in  1868,  and  being 
iuft  niolhurlcHH  In  infanry,  was  taken  care  of 
by  an  aunt  until  her  doth,  and  later  he  livod 
with  a  cousin. 

At  the  age  of  sovontenn,  having  liad  only 
enough  cf  school  advantages  to  give  him  a 
thirst  for  more,  and  with  only  discouragement 
from  friends,  ho  determined  toenteraboarding- 
Rcho<d.  Sotting  off  on  hnrHtiba<'k,  lie  npplicd 
ilrst  at  the  Asbury  school,  and,  tiiiding  himself 
too  lato,  returned  for  a  fresh  Iiorso  and  went 
forty  miles  farther  to  the  Tullalinssee  Hclinnl, 
whoro  be  was  admitted.  His  projirrss  I  hero 
was  remarkable,  as  was  his  gcntloniniily  and 
upright  deportment. 

Uis  father  had  married  again  and  died,  and 
his  stop-mother  needing  his  care,  ho  gave  up 
tlie  next  schmd  year  for  her.  But  licr  death  re- 
leased liiin  and  he  returned  to  school  in  18;7, 
and  from  that  time  had  a  ho.  '^  withhis  toachers, 
earning  money  for  rlothing  .n  his  vacation  by 
working— a  good  deol  of  the  time  helping  mo  in 
my  Creek  work.  Ono  of  t1ll^so  vacations  ho 
spent  mostly  as  assistant  to  the  postmaster  at 
Muscogee,  making  many  frionds. 

Just  before  the  burning  of  tho  Tullahassee 
building,  an  offer  camo  frojii  a  society  inrhihi- 
delphia  toeducatehini,  which  he  acccptc4l,  with 
the  ministry  in  %1ew,  having  previously  united 
with  tho  Pri«sbytcrian  Church.  IIo  fitted  for 
coilogo  at  Ulair  Academy,  Ulairstown,  N.  J. 
and  was  examined  and  aoroptod  for  Prlncoton 
(!ollege,  but  an  attack  of  pneumonia  (hronght 
on  by  n  horse-bock  ride  after  a  physicinii  in  n 
bitter  night)  hail  laid  tlio  foundation  for  con- 
sumption, and  college  had  to  bo  given  up. 

He  returned  to  tho  Indian  Tcirilory  niid 
again  worked  with  mo  on  the  Creek  Tcstanionf , 
persevering  in  the  midst  of  suffering  until  nil 
of  the  Testament  not  provloiisly  in  print  lind 
lioeii  gone  over. 

A  winter  in  Colorado  and  New  Mexico  gave 
renewed  strength,  to  some  extent,  and  he 
worked,  first  in  Council  and  next  in  thoKnyaka 
mission  school,  until  failing  strength  again 
warned  him  away,  and  after  a  winter  of  great 
suffering  ho  died  at  AlbuiiULTiiiic,  N.  M.,  Mar<  h 
8,  1881,  mourned  by  many  ftieiidi,  osiieclally 
his  teachers  and  the  society  to  whom  ho  had  so 
greatly  endeared  himself.— .Ui-».  Rohertton.

James  Hammond  Trnmbull,  philologbit,  bom 
in  StoningtOD,  Conn.,  Docombrr  20,  1821.  Ho 
entered  Tale  in  1838,  and  though,  owing  to  ill 
health,  he  was  not  graduated  with  hia  class. 
Ills  name  was  enrolled  among  its  members  in 
1850,  and  he  was  given  the  degree  of  A.  M.  In 
1842-'43  he  osMistod  the  Rev.  James  U.  LInsloy 
in  tlio  preparation  of  catalogues  of  the  mam- 
mnlia,  reptiles,  flshos,  and  shi'.lls  of  Connncticut. 
lie  settled  in  Hartford  in  1817,  and  was  assislnnt 
secretary  ofstito  in  1847-'53  and  18.'i8-'01,  nnd 
aoorotary  in  1881-04,  also  state  librarian  in  1C5I. 
Soon  after  going  to  Hartford  he  Joined  the  Con- 
necticut Historical  Society,  was  its  corroapond- 
ing  secretary  in  1840-'03,  and  was  elected  its 
president  in  1803.  Ho  has  been  a  tnisteo  of  tho 
Watkinson  free  library  of  Hartford,  nnd  its 
librarian  since  1803 ;_  and  has  been  an  officer  of 
the  Wadsworth  athenoium  sinro  1804.  Dr. 
Trumbull  was  an  original  member  of  the  Amor- 
lean  Fhilological  Association  in  1860,  nnd  its 
president  in  1874-'75.  Ho  has  been  a  member 
of  the  American  Oriental  Society  since  1860, 
and  tho  American  Ethnological  Society  ainoe 
1807,  and  honorary  member  of  many  State  his- 
torical societies.  In  1872  he  was  oluctml  to  tho 
National  Academy  of  Scicncc-s.  Since  1858  he 
has  devoted  special  attention  to  tho  subject  of 
tho  Indian  languages  of  North  Amei'ira.  Ho 
has  prepared  a  dictionary  and  vocabulary  to 
John  Eliot 's  Indian  Bible,  and  is  probably  the 
only  American  scholar  that  is  now  able  to  rostd 
tliatwork.  In  1873 ho  waschosenloctureron  In- 
dian languages  of  North  America  at  Ynli',  but 
loss  of  ho.ilth  and  other  labors  noon  <'onipe]lrd 
his  resignation.  Tho  degree  of  LL.D.  was  con- 
ferred on  bim  by  Yale  in  1871,  by  Harvard  in 
1887,  while  Coluabia  gave  Iiiin  an  L.H.I). in 
1887.  Hobos  been  a  largo  contributor  of  arti-

Stiortly  theniufter  it  was  ar- 
ranged that  ho  should  return  to  Canuila  as  a 
missionary  to  tho  Ujihway  Indians,  under  tho 
auspices  of  tho  Cliiircli  Missionnry  Society,  and 
in  July,  1808,  ho  returned.  Ho  has  labored 
among  tho  Indians  ever  since,  building  two 
homes -the  Sblngwauk  Homo,  nt  Sault  Ste.

Kev.  David  Winslett  was  born  in  tho  Creek 
Nation  about  the  year  1830.  His  father  was  a 
white  man  of  considerable  character,  and  fig- 
ured largely  in  tho  transaction  of  business  be- 
tween the  United  States  commissioners  and  tlio 
Indians.  His  mother  was  an  Indian  woman  of 
tho  Hcchete  town.  He  entered  Kowotah  Mis- 
sion, Creek  Notion,  in  lSir>,  when  about  sixteen 
years  of  age.  and  made  remarkable  progress  in 
his  studies  under  tho  Rev.  11.  M.  Loughrldge. 
Afterward  he  puisucd  his  studies  at  Tuliahas- 
see  Mission.  About  tho  year  1851  ho  was 
chosen  as  a  ruling  elder  in  tho  Tullahasseo 
church.  As  ho  spoko  tho  English  language 
correctly  and  understood  and  spoke  tho  Mus- 
koki well,  he  was  soon  employed  as  Mr.  Lough- 
ridge's  interpreter  in  preaching  and  in  trans- 
lating the  Scriptures,  aud  bo  is  still  spoken 
of  as  tiio  best  tho  Muskokia  ever  had.  The 
Crook  Presliytery,  appreciating  his  worth, 
took  him  under  its  cliargo  and  directed  his 
studies,  and,  on  the  Olli  of  September,  1860,  or- 
dained him  to  tbo  full  work  of  tho  ministry  and 
directed  him  to  take  charge  of  the  Kowetah 
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WiiMlett  (D.)  -CoDtiiiued.

Rev.  Alfred  Wright  was  born  in  Columbia, 
Conn.,  March  1,  1788,  and  died  March  31, 1853. 
Ho  wa.f  appointed  missionary  to  the  Choctaws 
in  \HIO,  anil  removed  to  the  Indian  Territory  in 
October.  1832,  where  heorganized  theWheelock 
Church  in  December  of  that  year. 

I-knew  him  but  a  couple  of  years  before  his 
death.  From  uuiver-^al  testimony  in  regard  to 
him  the  eulogy  on  his  tombstone  is  none  too 
high.  One  marked  characteristic  was  his  dil- 
igence as  a  student.  One  who  was  hero  in 
1816-'47  told  me  that  however  late  he  went  to 
bed  at  night,  or  however  early  ho  got  up  in  the 
morning,  he  always  found  a  light  in  Mr. 
Wright's  study.  I  have  at  times  imagined  that 
I  saw  spots  in  his  work  that  indicated  work 
with  an  exhausted  brain.  But  such  slips  are 
rare.    As  a  lule,  his  work  was  well  done. 

Mr.  Wright  woa  a  gradtmte  of  Williams  Col- 
lege.   After  spending  two  years  at  Audover 
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Wright  (Alfred)  —  Continued. 
Thooloxlcal  Sumlnary,  ho  ym»  appoiated  a  tutor 
of  Oreok  in  hU  alma  mater,  witb  the  progprctof 
a  profesaorahip,  if  lie  would  accept.  But  bis 
heart  was  aet  upun  the  fureiKU  miHsionary 
work.  Hemorrhage  from  the  lunga  compelled 
him  to  reaigD  hia  tutorship  and  go  south.  Heart 
disease  developed  itaolf ;  on  the  way  to  the  new 
country  in  1812  he  oame  near  dying  of  it  at 
Vicksburg.  At  Little  Rock  he  lay  stck  for 
months;  but  when  able  to  sit  up  he  and  his 
wife  started  for  tbU  place  to  begin  a  new 
station  in  the  wilderness.  For  yeara  he 
could  not  catch  and  saddle  his  own  horan,  nor 
could  he  mount  from  the  ground,  nor  did  he 
dare  to  ride  except  on  a  walk  or  a  pace.  Hia 
death  was  caused  by  heart  trouble. — Edwardi.
